Church's Trials And Triumphs 


| Could you briefly tell the story of 

e Church’s trials and triumphs 
rom its establishment down to 

r day? 

The churchmen among the fellow 
puntrymen of Christ and the Apos- 
les, in Palestine, and the rulers of 

¢ pagan population of other 
ountries, exerted all their efforts 

prevent the introduction of 
hrist’s religion. You have read 
of the official) pagan persecutions 
waged against the Church during 
he first three centuries. You have 
ead about the innumerable mar- 
rs who offered to endure torture 
nd a cruel death rather than give 
up their faith, but the last of ten 
persecuting Emperors was forced to 
recognize that he was defeated, 
pave liberty to the Church and then 
nimself became a convert to it. 


Later, hordes of barbarous peo- 
ple, who invaded Europe from the 
past, were ordered by their leaders 
to destroy cities by fire and to de- 
feat any opposition by the sword. 
‘hey left most of Europe in a de- 

wastated condition, and a new pop- 
lation, uncivilized, filled its coun- 
tries. This compelled the Church 
o begin anew the work of civiliza- 
ion and Chrisianization, . It was a 
uge task, but Christ’s faith won 
this second victory, which all the 
world should recognize, and for 
which it should be grateful. 


| One country after another—such 
as Spain, England, Ireland, Ger- 
any, France—became Catholic, 
and by the year 1000 all the na- 
tions of Europe, including Russia, 
were professing the “one, holy, 
Catholic and Apostolic faith.” 


Today the Church’s most power- 
ful opponent is organized aggres- 
sive irreligion promoted by the 
heads of the powerful states. Such 
an enemy the Church never had 
before, because even the pagan 
Fmperors had respect for their 
gods. 


| After repeated meetings of the 
United Nations more confusion 

evails in the world than ever 

fore. God will not accept de- 
feat. We are confident that the 
ioniy international force capable of 
staying organized irreligion is “our 
faith.” 


Lord Macauley, in his Ranke’s 
History of the Popes, (Vol. III, p. 
303) writes: 

No other institution is left 
standing which carries the mind 
back to the times when the smoke 
of sacrifice rose from the Pan- 
theon. and when camelopards and 
tigers bounded in the Flavian am- 
phitheatre. The proudest royal 
houses are but of yesterday when 
compared with the line of Su- 
preme Pontiffs. That line we 
trace back in an unbroken series 
from the Pope who crowned Na- 
poleon in the nineteenth cen- 
tury, to the Pope who crowned 
Pepin in the eighth; and far be- 
yond the time of Pepin the au- 

gust dynasty extends till it is 
lost in the twilight of fable. 

Nor do we see any sign which 
indicates that the term of her 
long dominion is approaching. 
She saw the commencement of 
all the governments and all the 
ecclesiastica] establishments that 
now exist in the world; and we 


feel no assurance that she fs not 
destined to see the end of them 
all. She was great and respected 
before the Saxon had set foot on 
Britain, before the Frank had 
passed the Rhine, when the Gre- 
cian eloquence still flourished at 
Antioch, when idols were still 
worshiped in the temple of Mecca. 
And she may still exist in undi- 
minished vigor when some travel- 
er from New Zealand shall, in the 
midst of a vast solitude, taken 
his stand on a broken arch of 
London Bridge to sketch the 
ruins of St. Paul.” 

The great English Gladstone had 
this to say about the leadership of 
the Catholic Church throughout the 
centuries: 

The Catholic Church has 
marched for more than fifteen 
hundred years at the head of 
human civilization; and has har- 
nessed to her chariot, as the 
horses of a triumphal car, the 
chief intellectual and material 
forces of the world. 


Was Communism a reaction to the Czarist Government 


in Russia? 


No, it was not. A real demo- 
cracy was initiated in Russia after 
Czarism collapsed before the end 
of World War I. Lenin and his 
collaborators overthrew this demo- 
cratic form of government in order 
to establish a totalitarian regime 
worse than that which had existed 
under the Czars. 


Lest you might surmise that this 
is the opinion of the writer, we 
publish herewith a statement made 
by Alexander Kerensky, founder 
of the short-lived democratic re- 
gime. He writes: 

“In the course of a recent lec- 
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ture tour I was repeatedly con- 
fronted by one of the biggest 
propaganda myths of our epoch. 
Since I addressed only college 
audiences, where a higher stand- 
ard of historical accuracy might 
be expected, the persistence of the 
falsehood is specially remarkable. 


“If it were a harmless error we 
could afford to ignore it despite 
its size and absurdity. But it 
happens to be a mischievous error 
—one that confuses public opinion 
in all democratic countries—and 
therefore should be exploded once 
and for all. 


“I refer to the deep-rooted myth 
that the Bolsheviks under Lenin 
and Trotsky overthrew the Czarist 
regime. Men and women who 
should know better said to me at 
the lectures: At least we must 
give the Bolsheviks credit for put- 
ting an end to the Romanoff des- 
potism. 


“Whereupon I had to explain, 
for the thousandth time, that they 
did nothing of the sort. The re- 
gime the Bolsheviks overthrew by 
force and deceit was not the an- 
cient monarchy but the brand-new 
democracy, the so-called Kerensky | 
regime. 


“On March 12, 1917, 
first World War was still in full 
blaze and one month before Amer- 
ica entered the struggle, Czarism 
collapsed. The great Russian Revo- 
lution began. The first and only 
democratic regime in the tragic 
history of my country came into 
being. 

“The Bolsheviks took no part in 
that crucial event. Lenin and 
Zinoviey were in Switzerland. 
Trotsky was in New York. Stalin) 
(at that time a minor figure) was| 
in Siberian exile. Virtually all the 
top leaders of the future Bolshevik | 
dictatorship were similarly abroad, 
imprisoned or in distant banish- 
ment.

“Lenin, the father of Bolshe- 
vism thus openly acknowledged 
that his successful putsch was di- 
rected not against Czarism but 
against a free people’s govern- 
ment. This simple truth has been 
buried under mountains of double- 
talk. It must be dug up without 
delay. The myth that the Bolshe- 
viks overthrew Czarism has been 
purposely spread in order to eon- 
ceal their crime of having strang- 
led the first Russian democracy. 

“The Communists everywhere 
are today trying to seize power by 
the same cynical device whic 
Lenin used in 1917, namely by pos- 
ing as a “defender of people’s 
freedom and of democracy.” The 
Bolsheviks knew full well how pas- 


sionately the Russian people de- 


sired freedom. That is why they 
organized their blow against 
liberty under banners of 
liberty. 

“Tt is necessary to overthrow 
the Kerensky government,’ Lenin 
hammered away day after day, ‘in 
the interests of the present demo- 
cratic revolution.’ 

“Only after his victory did he 
admit publicly that his freedom- 
loving slogans had been a deliber- 
ate deception. In preparing the 
coup, he declared, ‘the Bolsheviks 
firmly and decisively ... favored 
the dictatorship of the proletariat.’ 

“At that time the world had 
had no experience whatever with 
modern . totalitarian techniques. 
The Russian people therefore can- 
not be blamed too hard for falling 
into the Communist trap baited 
with democratic verbiage. 

“There is no such excuse for the 
millions of workers, farmers and 
intellectuals in the democratic 
West who are offered the bait to- 
day. The fruitful experience of 
my native land should serve them 
as a grim warning. They must 
refuse to be lured into slavery by 
the propaganda of the lie. And 
they can begin by rejecting the 
central myth that the Bolsheviks 
overthrew Czarism.”

Trouble In Spain 


Occasionally we receive letters 
asking whether it is true that at- 
tacks are being made on Protestant 
churches in Spain. Anna M. Brady, 
editor of the CIP, Center of Infor- 
mation, who recently visited Spain, 
in the December 27, 1947, number 
of the Bulletin of that Organiza- 
tion, writes that she investigated

Lord Macauley, in his Ranke’s 
History of the Popes, (Vol. III, p. 
303) writes: 

No other institution is left 
standing which carries the mind 
back to the times when the smoke 
of sacrifice rose from the Pan- 
theon and when camelopards and 
tigers bounded in the Flavian am- 
phitheatre.

ture tour I was repeatedly con- 
fronted by one of the biggest 
propaganda myths of our epoch. 
Since I addressed only college 
audiences, where a higher stand- 
ard of historical accuracy might 
be expected, the persistence of the 
falsehood is specially remarkable. 


“If it were a harmless error we 
could afford to ignore it despite 
its size and absurdity. But it

—one that confuses public opinion 
in all democratic countries—and 
therefore should be exploded once 
and for all.

“On March 12, 1917, when the! 
first World War was still in full 
blaze and one month before Amer- 
ica entered the struggle, Czarism 
collapsed. The great Russian Revo- 
lution began. The first and only 
democratic regime in the tragic 
history of my country came into 
being. 

“The Bolsheviks took no part in 
that. crucial event. Lenin and 
Zinoviey were in Switzerland. 
Trotsky was in New York. Stalin 
(at that time a minor figure) was 
in Siberian exile. Virtually all the.

dictatorship were similarly abroad, | 
imprisoned or in distant banish- | 
ment.

In preparing the 
coup, he declared, ‘the Bolsheviks 
firmly and decisively ... favored 
the dictatorship of the proletariat.’ 

“At that time the world had 
had no experience whatever with 
modern’ totalitarian techniques. 
The Russian people therefore can- 
not be blamed too hard for falling} ys 
into the Communist trap baited 
with democratic verbiage. 

“There is no such excuse for the 
millions of workers, farmers and 
intellectuals in the democratic 
West who are offered the bait to- 
day. The fruitful experience of 
my native land should serve them 
as a grim warning. They must 
refuse to be lured into slavery by 
the propaganda of the lie. And 
they can begin by rejecting the 
central myth that the Bolsheviks 
overthrew Czarism.”

sas is St. Paul whose history goes | 
back to the spring of 1847. At that | 
time hordes of Indians, untrained | 
in the ways of civilized living, | 
roamed at will over the prairies, | 
hampered only by the fear of wild | 
beasts lurking there. Earlier in 
the century they had ceded their 
lands in Missouri to the United, 
States Government and had moved | 
_2eross the border into what is 
now Neosho county in southeast 
Kansas. They settled at the con-| 
Ruence of Flatrock creek and the 
Neosho -civer—an Indian name 
meaning “sveet water”’—and their 
settlement became the largest 
town of the Osages. | 


In Missouri the Osages had been 
baptized in the Catholic Faith by | 
Jesuit missionaries, notably the. 
Rev. Charles Felix Van Quicken- | 
borne, S.J. The Jesuits were there- 
fore appointed to the new settle-. 
ment. In April, 1847, the Rev.) 
John Schoenmakers and the Rev.) 
John Bax, accompanied by four lay | 
brothers arrived and took posses- |, 
tion of two log buildings which the 
Indian Department of the United) 
States Government had erected for 
them. 

The first church at the Osage 
Mission was a log structure 
B0x30x12 feet and was probably 
built by Father Schoenmakers soon 
after his arrival. It has been called 
the cradle of Catholicism in south- 
east Kansas because it was the: 
first church dedicated to Catholic | 
worship in that part of the West. | 
It was a small building of hewn 
logs with a clapboard roof, a pun- 
cheon floor, and a home made 
altar. | 

The cornerstone for the present 
St. Francis church was blessed by 
Bishop L. M. Fink of Leavenworth | 
June 23, 1872. Stone was quarried | 
on the banks of the Neosho by men | 
and teams of the parish; but to) 


dress the stone and raise the 
structure, skilled labor was re- 
quired. Money was  s¢arce in‘ 


southeast Kansas in the ’70’s and| 
Father Schoenmakers was averse’ 
to making debts. Hence, it was’ 
not until 12 years later that the | 
new church was completed. It was. 
dedicated May 11, 1884 by Bishop 
J. J. Hogan of Kansas City. Fath- | 
ex Ponziglione celebrated the 
Mass. Father Schoenmakers had | 
died ten months previously and his 
remains rest in the local cemetery. 

Time brings changes. In 1895 
the Indians’ beloved “Black Robes” 
left the Mission and were succeed- 
ed by the black robed, sandal-foot- | 
ed followers of St. Paul of the’ 
Cross. Formerly a house of study, | 
the Passionist Retreat at St. Paul 
has, since 1936, been the novitiate 
for the western province. Cere- 
monies of investature and .profes- 
sion are held yearly. The Rev. | 
Robert Borger, C.P., is rector; the 


Rev. Faustinus Moran, C.P., is 
Master of novices. 

The Sisters of St. Joseph of 
Wichita, Kansas replaced the Lo- 


rettines in the school. 

At a town election in 1895 the 
name Osage Mission was changed 
to St. Paul. The town has never | 
recaptured the commercial liveli- | 
ness of its frontier days, nor real- 
ized the promises which that liveli- 
ness indicated. Its population 
about 800, it has no commercia! 
institutions, but its citizens love 
it for its “home town” qualities. 
The 200 Catholic families-—appro-

Brought from St. Louis in 1849 
by Father Schoenmakers, S.J., in 
a covered wagon drawn by a team 
of oxen, the bell was placed in the 
old log church to call the Osages 
to worship. After the latter moved 
to Indian Territory in 1865, the bell 
then summoned the white settlers 
to services. When the new church 
with its tali tower housing three 
beautiful-toned chimes was com- 
pleted, the little pioneer bel] was 
discarded. 

At a parish bazaar about 1881 it 
was put up for raffle and won by 
one of the rural parishioners. 
Thereafter for many years its mel- 
low voice summoned the farm hands 
to their meals. Eventually, it ceased 
doing even this humble chore. Al- 
though the owner prized the relic, 
its existence was more or Tess for- 
gotten until his widow was leaving 
the farm in 1946. 

She remembered the old bell and 
offered it to the Passionist Fathers 
remarking that she had heard the

We do not accord to our black 
brothers all the rights and priv- 
ileges of freedom and of a com- 
mon humanity. They are the vic- 
tims of an unreasoning and unjusti- 
fiable ostracism. They may live, 
provided they live away from us, 
as a separate and inferior race, 
with whom close contact is pol- 
lution, It looks as if we had 
grudgingly granted to them em- 
ancipation, as if we fain still would 
be masters, and hold them in ser- 


vitude.

On August 5th, Ernest marched 
from Cherbourg with his regiment 
to the vicinity of Montmedy near 
Verdun.

former. Treat Negroes who are 
intellectually inferior to us as we 
treat inferior whites, and I shall 
not complain. - 


The (racial) problem is upon us, 
and there is no other solution to 
it, peaceful and permanent, than 
to grant to our colored citizens 
practical and effective equality 
with white citizens. It is not pos- 
sible to keep up a wall of sepa- 
ration between whites and blacks, 
and the attempt to do this is a 
declaration of continuous war. 

Simple common sense dictates 
the solution. The Negroes are 
among us to the number of eight 
millions; they will here remain: 
we must accept the situation and 
abide by the consequences, what- 
ever pride or taste may dictate. 

I would break down all barriers. 
Let the Negro be our equal before 
the law. Theré are states where 
the violation in the Negro of the 
most sacred personal right se- 
cured impunity before the law. 

In many states the law forbids 
marriage between white and black 
—in this manner fomenting im- 
morality and putting injury no 
less upon the white whom it pre- 
tends to elevate as upon the black 
for whose degradation it has no 
care, 


Let the Negro be our equal in. 


the enjoyment of all political 
rights of the citizen. The Con- 
stitution grants him those rights: 
let us be loyal to the Constitution. 
If the education of the Negro does 
not fit him to be a voter and an 
office holder, let us for his sake 
and our own hurry to enlighten 
him.

Sixty Million 
Catholics Under 
Red Domination 


There are 60,000,000 Catholics 
living in the communist-dominated 
countries of eastern Europe the 
Rev. Harold G. Gardiner, S.J., lit- 
erary editor of America. states in 
an article in the January issue of 
The Messenger of the Sacred Heart 
He adds that the Church in this 
area, is faced with “an almost hope- 
less future.” 

“In Ruthenia, now under Russian 
dumination, there are 5,000,000 
Catholics. There’is not one Bish- 
op left and the priests have been 
decimated,” the article states. “In 
the Baltic States—Lithuania with 
2,000,000 Catholics, Latvia with 
500,000—the same fate has befallen 
the Church because these Baltic 
States have been absorbed into the 
Soviet Union.” 

“In Poland, with 22,000,000 Cath- 
olics, the new puppet government 
directed from Moscow has decreed 
the*separation of Church and State 
and introduced legalized divorce 
and a purely secular education,” 
Father ei continues. “In the 
decimation of her priests, Poland 
has suffered probably more than 
any other country. It is estimated 
that 1,800 priests were killed dur- 
ing the war or died in concentration 
camps. How many have been li 
vidated by the communist-dom 
nated government it is impossible 
to say at present.

« Here, in a nutshell, is my purpose in writing. I want to call 
your attention and that of Our Sunday Visitor readers to the bang-up 
job some laymen (not religious, like myself) are doing with Negro 
youth against almost insurmountable odds. I happened to run across 
Fides Hose in my ramblings among the colored people in Washington, 
and, chum, did my heart ever go out to the unselfish Catholics run- 
ning this projest. I only wish you could peek in on the young men 
behind Fides House, and judge for yourself; my pitiful eulogies do 
them an injustice. 

“T mentioned sports before, for the reason that they are the 
main link between the workers of Fides House and the Negro 
boys. Through the supervision of football, basketball, boxing and 
what have you, Negro lads have been drawn from literal rat 
holes and cesspools to Fides House. Sure, the house itself is 
practically part of the slums, but with its invigorating atmog- 
phere, it has become an athletic and religious center for poor 
and underprivileged kids. 

“Here’s the point. The big trouble facing the laymen guiding 
this activity is keeping their boys from drifting away, back to the 
sordid companions and ways that plague so many Negro com- 
munities. Nights are the number one evil, an almost natural time 
for kids to run wild.

Something has to 
be done, and I think I know a big answer (hold your breath!) —a 
television set!

From the powerful example of 

these little Portugese seers and 
penitents we can clearly see that 
our Blessed Lord’s spirit of pen- 
ance has not been withdrawn from 
this earth. On the contrary, it 
lives in the Church, and through 
her, it still lives in the hearts of 
those, who are the most faithful 
and holy members of the Mysti- 
cal Body of Christ. 
From the very beginning the 
Church has taught the necessity 
of penance for all. And, today 
she still calls all her children to 
do penance. In the very words of 
Jesus Christ, Himself, she warns 
us: “Unless you do penance you 
shail all likewise perish.” 

A learned theologian tells us 
that the Church imposes upon all 
a certain minimum of penance. 
This we cannot neglect without 
becoming guilty of grievious dis- 
obedience. The abstinence she 
prescribes on certain days; the 
fast she makes obligatory on the 
vigils of certain feasts; the re- 
straints she places on our unmor- 
tified appetites on the Ember days 
and during Lent and Advent, are 
all intended, not merely to recall 
the general obligation of doing 
penance but also to insure its prac- 
tice among all Christians. The 
mortifications she considered so 
meritorious in the saints are, like- 
wise, an invitation to Chritians, 
of good will, to combine purity of 
life with gospel penance. 

By insisting upon penance as 
something most essential in the 
daily life of every Christian,— 
the good, as well as the bad,— 
holy Church would have us make 
penance, one of the great,—the 
moving principles of all our ac- 
tions, In this way the sincere 
Christian,—striving to love God 
more fervently, and to serve Him 
more faithfully, will soon learn 
to integrate,—to combine, and 
associate,—self denial, with all 
the activities of his daily life. 

Ordinarily when you love a per- 
son you want to imitate him. And 
this is just as true in the super- 
natural order, as it is in the 
natural order. Consequently the 
good Christian in his desire to 
imitate his suffering Savior will 
take up “the cross of suffering 
and sacrifice and follow Him.” 
He will share his Master’s suffer- 
ings. He will suffer with Him and 
for Him, and out of pure love for 
Him. 
| As a member of Christ’s Mysti- 
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cal Body such a Christian would | 
consider it most unbecoming to! 
live in ease and comfort, and to 
enjoy pleasures and_ luxuries, | 
while Jesus Christ,—the Head of | 
ithis Body,—is leading a poor,) 
mortified, penitential life.

In 
other words He wants to do pen- 
ance and offer reparation for his 
fellow-members of the Mystical 
Body, the Church. 
Young Not Taught 
Necessity Of Penance . 

Great numbers of our present 
generation of Catholics,—espec- 
ially our young Catholics in the 


big cities,—have lost sight of the, 
necessity of penance, and they no/| 
longer consider it as part of their 
religion. Shortly after graduation 
from the Catholic school or col- 
lege too many of them “scrap” 
the religious habits formed as.

Joint Pastoral Of Polish Bishops 
Hits Materialism And Alcoholism: 
Asks Consecration To Sacred Heart 


New York, Jan. 19—(NC)—A warning against two evils 
of materialism and alcoholism now threatening the moral 


fiber of Poland is sounded in 


a joint pastoral issued by the 


Polish Hierarchy headed by His Eminence Cardinal] August 


Hlond, Primate of Poland. 


(Accompanied by his secretary, the Rev. Antoni Bar- 


aniak, the Cardinal is at present 
in Rome to report to His Holiness 
Pope Pius XII on the conditions 
of the Church in Poland.) 

Calling attention to the threat 
of materialism, the Bishops state: 
“This enemy has already wrought 
enormous devastation among the 
Polish nation. His aim is the 
reign of evil on earth, the erasing 
of the name of God from the 
hearts of men, and the plunging 
of Christian families into misery 
and chaos.” 


Touching on “the alarming 
plague of alcoholism,” the Bishops 
say that it has spread “all over 
the country” and has given rise 
“to serious sins of seandal, when 
with the knowledge and consent 
of the parents even small children 
are being poisoned with alcohol.” 
The pastoral also expresses alarm 
at “the secret sins which corrupt 
the sanctity of Christian marriage” 
and at “the mass murder of un- 
born creatures,” which it calls “as- 
sasinations allegedly claiming 
more victims than epidemic dis- 
eases.” 

The only means of saving “the 
Catholic Polish nation from a mor- 
al and material catastrophe, which 
threatens it from within and with- 
out,” the Bishops declare are (1) 
a dedication to the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary, and (2) a conse- 
cration to the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus. 

“The nation must be reborn in 
the Lord, must be Catholic not 
only in name, but in deed and in 
its life. not only on holy days, 
but on every day.” the Bishops 
say. ey add: “We fervently 
wish that especially in this year 
there will be no sincerely Cath- 
olic family, no Catholic associa- 
tion or institution. which will not 
dedicate itself to the Most Sacred 
Heart of Jesus.”

Says Church Now 
Under Worst 
Persecution 


British Bishop Declares 
No Other Age In History 
Saw So Many Martyrs 


London, Jan. 19.—(NC)—The 
present period marks the greatest 
persecution of the church in his- 
tory, with millions suffering and 
thousands dying for their faith, 
Bishop Ambrose J. Moriarty of 
Skrewsbury declared in a sermon 
in Shrewsbury Cathedral. 


The 77-year-old bishop, preach- 
ing in the cathedral for the first 
time after a year’s absence due to 
illness, said: “We are living in an 
age of unprecedented persecution, 
in which even millions are perse- 
cuted and many, many thousands 
are giving their lives for God, 
How little we realize that without 
any doubt we are living in the 
greatest persecution of the Church 
which has ever been known. 


“It is only 12 years since we 
saw the great persecution in 
Spain. At that time, apart from 
the nuns and thousands of laymen 
who were murdered for their 
Faith, how many priests do you 
think were put to death in Spain? 
According to official documents in 
the archives of the Spanish Bish- 
ops it is known that 11,000 priests 
were put to death in those few 
years—more than were put to 
death during the whole of the per- 
secution of Diocletian. 


“And in this diocese now we see 
many Polish people around us. 
Why are they here? Make no mis- 
take, they are here because they 
have the choice between going 
home to their own country, their 
wives and children, and giving up 
their Faith and joining the Com- 
munist Party in Poland, or they 
must stay here and be free to prac- 
tise their Catholic religion. 


“It is for their Faith. It is be- 
cause they are Catholics that they 
have to remain in exile. It is the 
same with people of other na- 
tions. 


“These persecuted people are our 
brothers and sisters in Christ. 
They, like us, are members of the 
Mystical Body of Christ and sons 
of God. Let our 1948 resolution be 
to pray for these our persecuted 
brothers and sisters. Let us ask 
God to bless these people and les- 
sen their suffering. 


“The length of time they. have 
to suffer depends to a large extent 
on us, for we can pray that such 
sufferings be lessened and cut 
short, and God will hear our 
prayers. Make the resolution that 
you wiil add at least one Hail 
Mary to your daily prayers for 
your persecuted brethren, asking 
God and Our Lady to lessen and 
end these sufferings of the 
Church,” 


Bishop Moriarty criticized 
Prime Minister Clement Attlee for 
not mentioning God in his New 
Year broadcast to the nation—in 
which he attacked Russian Com- 
munism, 


“We may well be shocked to 
hear one of our principal states- 
men speaking on the wireless at 
the beginning of the year and 
warning us of our difficulties 
without once calling for the bless- 
ing of God upon this country,” he 
said.

ather Noll’s Missions 


Kendallville and Millerville were missions from Ligo- 
ier, and on Sunday Father Noll offered the first Mass at 
igonier on one Sunday and at Kendallville on the next, the 
ime of service being regulated by the train schedule on the 
ew York Central. All but four families among the twenty- 
yne at Ligonier lived far out in the country, and their only 
eans of conveyance, over mud roads, was the horse and 
puggy. At Kendallville, where the families were of equal 
mumber, all but a few lived in the town, and Father Noll was 
led to wonder why his predecessor did not establish himself 
at Kendallville rather than at Ligonier. He discovered that 
the chief reason was that a resident priest at Kendallville 
would probably affect very adversely the nearby parish at 
Avilla. Parishioners of that place, who worked in Kendall- 
ille, it was feared, would move there. 


At Kendallville the priest slept in the sacristy, which 


7 was fitted with a small stove. There too the church was 

"=e heated by two small stoves near the entrance, but John 
‘Ueber, a parishioner who lived only a block away, fired these 
stoves every Sunday morning. 


The real reason for the transfer of Father Lauer from 
Ligonier was that he had moved his belongings to the sac- 
risty of the Kendallville church, feeling, as later Father Noll 
felt, that Kendallville should have been selected as the resi- 
dent place for the priest. Even though Father Lauer’s judg- 


ment was correct, his action displeased the Ligonier people, 


and Father Guendling, deemed it wise to give the people a 


/new pastor. 


After one year residence at Ligonier Father Noll wrote 


ito the Vicar General and Administrator of the diocese to 


present reasons why the priest should make Kendallville his 


| place of residence. The Vicar General copied Father Noll’s 


letter on the Bishop’s stationery and sent it back to him to 


| read to the congregation in the hope that these reasons, pre- 


sented as his own, would convince the parishioners that the 
transfer of the pastor’s residence would be for the good of 
souls. Since these were orders from headquarters there were 
no severe protests, even though the parishioners did not like 
the orders, 


Moved To Kendallville 


It now became necessary for Father Noll to find a house 
as near to the church as possible. He located a small house, 
just one-half block away, which called for rent in the amount 
of $100.00 a year. One could hardly have expected a lower 
rental for any kind of a house, but when you consider that 
the total income contributed by the three parishes—Kendall- 
ville, Ligonier and Millersville—was less than $700.00 a 
year, that the priest’s allowance was $600.00 a year, from 
Which he had to pay for his many railroad trips and his 
housekeeper, that $100.00 loomed large. 


The quota assigned by the Bishop to the Kendallville 
parish for the support of the pastor had been $300.00 a year; 
to Ligonier, $250.00; and to Millersburg, $50.00, much of 
which was never collected. The little parish had to depend 
on socials, baked-goods sales, dinners, to raise the money for 
the payment of the rent, for heat and light, after furnish- 
ing, In a most modest manner, the little house. The Kendall- 
ville parish paid $75.00 for all the furnishings in the Ligo- 
iler residence, and that represented the actual price paid 
for them by the people of that parish. 

During hia residence at Ligonier Father Noll had no 
housekeeper, and it was not so necessary because he was

This gentleman, as a neighbor, called on Father Noll, 
and, during their conversation, his religion was discussed at 
length. It terminated with a remark by him: “Let us not 
argue any further, because I do not accept your rule and you 
do not accept mine. Let us suppose we were arguing about 
the length and width of this carpet on the floor. You would 
hold it to be nine by twelve, and I, ten by thirteen. Our argu- 
ment could be settled only by measuring it with a rule, and 
we would not agree on the rule.” 


A few days later Father Noll returned the courtesy call 
of this gentleman, but created considerable embarrassment 
both for himself and for the family. It happened to be 
Prayer-meeting night, and fifteen or twenty members of 
that sect filled the living room. Father Noll was introduced 
to all the members and then asked whether he would not lead 
in prayer. He began to recite, as though it were his own, the 
“Prayer to the Holy Family.” There were loud “Amens” 
uttered while he said the first part of the prayer, in which 
Christ was invoked, but as he proceeded and called on Mary 
and St. Joseph, resentment was expressed by boos. 


The priest then left the meeting, expressing regret that 
he had disturbed it, and remarked that the meeting would 
probably be more peaceful if he, even while admiring their 
earnestness and zeal, was not present. 


On one occasion a retired or superannuated Methodist 
minister, who sought to supplement the pension he received 
from his Church by selling books which he thought were 
worth-while, called on Father Noll in the hope of interesting 
him in the purchase of Lord’s Beacon Lights of History.

A few days later the clergyman brought it to him, and told 
him, incidentally, that he believed the priest would find it to 
be eminently fair in its treatment of the Catholic Church. 


In the presence of the minister Father Noll opened 
the book and read aloud to him the first sentence, which 
opened with these words: “An indulgence is the license to sin 
for a remuneration,” and asked: “Do you believe that to be a 
fair definition even of that one doctrine, which the historian 
regarded as the chief reason for Luther’s revolt?’ 


The minister answered: “I do not know what you may 
teach personally concerning ‘Indulgences,’ but I should like 
to tell you that the universally accepted definition of an In- 
dulgence by the non-Catholic world is that which Dr. Lord 
gives in the sentence you just read.”

Father Noll’s Missions 


Kendallville and Millerville were missions from Ligo- 
nier, and on Sunday Father Noll offered the first Mass at 
Ligonier on one Sunday and at Kendallville on the next, the 
time of service being regulated by the train schedule on the 
New York Central. All but four families among the twenty- 
one at Ligonier lived far out in the country, and their only 
means of conveyance, over mud roads, was the horse and 
At Kendallville, where the families were of equal 
number, all but a few lived in the town, and Father Noll was 
led to wonder why his predecessor did not establish himself 


the chief reason was that a resident priest at Kendallville 


Avilla. Parishioners of that place, who worked in Kendall- 
ville, it was feared, would move there. 


At Kendallville the priest slept in the sacristy, which 


heated by two small stoves near the entrance, but John 
Ueber, a parishioner who lived only a block away, fired these 
stoves every Sunday morning. 


The real reason for the transfer of Father Lauer from 
Ligonier was that he had moved his belongings to the sac- 
risty of the Kendallville church, feeling, as later Father Noll 
felt, that Kendallville should have been selected as the resi- 
dent place for the priest.

After one year residence at Ligonier Father Noll wrote 
to the Vicar General and Administrator of the diocese to 
present reasons why the priest should make Kendallville his 
place of residence. The Vicar General copied Father Noll’s 
letter on the Bishop’s stationery and sent it back to him to 
read to the congregation in the hope that these reasons, pre- 
sented as his own, would convince the parishioners that the 
transfer of the pastor’s residence would be for the good of 
souls. Since these were orders from headquarters there were 
no severe protests, even though the parishioners did not like 
the orders, 


Moved To Kendallville 


It now became necessary for Father Noll to find a house 
as near to the church as possible. He located a small house, 
just one-half block away, which called for rent in the amount 
of $100.00 a year. One could hardly have expected a lower 
rental for any kind of a house, but when you consider that 
the total income contributed by the three parishes—Kendall- 
ville, Ligonier and Millersville—was less than $700.00 a 
year, that the priest’s allowance was $600.00 a year, from 
Which he had to pay for his many railroad trips and his 
housekeeper, that $100.00 loomed large. 


The quota assigned by the Bishop to the Kendallville 
parish for the support of the pastor had been $300.00 a year; 
to Ligonier, $250.00; and to Millersburg, $50.00, much of 
which was never collected. The little parish had to depend 
on socials, baked-goods sales, dinners, to raise the money for 
the payment of the rent, for heat and light, after furnish- 
ing, in a most modest manner, the little house. The Kendall- 

ville parish paid $75.00 for all the furnishings in the Ligo- 
hier residence, and that represented the actual price paid 
for them by the people of that parish. 


During his residence at Ligonier Father Noll had no 


parish to come, on a certain day, to remove this paper. To 
that end they made a fire in the yard under this big soap 
kettle to heat water for sopping the paper in order that it 
might the more easily be removed. 


It was that hot water which suggested to Father Noll 
the preparation of a boiled —_ such as described above, for 
his guest.

The priest then left the meeting, expressing regret that 
he had disturbed it, and remarked that the meeting would 
probably be more peaceful if he, even while admiring their 
earnestness and zeal, was not present. 


On one occasion a retired or superannuated Methodist 
minister, who sought to supplement the pension he received 
from his Church by selling books which he thought were 
worth-while, called on Father Noll in the hope of interesting 
him in the purchase of Lord’s Beacon Lights of History. The 
work consisted of ten volumes, one of which, the priest ob- 
served from the prospectus, dealt with “The Reformation.” 
Father Noll asked the minister whether he could inspect that 
volume before deciding whether he wanted the work or not. 
A few days later the clergyman brought it to him, and told 
him, incidentally, that he believed the priest would find it to 
be eminently fair in its treatment of the Catholic Church. 


In the presence of the minister Father Noll opened 
the book and read aloud to him the first sentence, which 
opened with these words: “An indulgence is the license to sin 
for a remuneration,” and asked: “Do you believe that to be a 
fair definition even dof that one doctrine, which the historian 
regarded as the chief reason for Luther’s revolt?’ 


The minister answered: “I do not know what you may 
teach personally concerning ‘Indulgences,’ but I should like 
to tell you that the universally accepted definition of an In- 
dulgence by the non-Catholic world is that which Dr. Lord 
gives in the sentence you just read.” 


Father Noll replied: “If the Catholic Church taught 
any such rot, Luther and his followers would have been 
joined by Catholics everywhere in revolt, since God Himself 
cannot give to any one ‘a license to sin.’

Father Noll’s Missions 


Kendallville and Millerville were missions from Ligo- 
nier, and on Sunday Father Noll offered the first Mass at 


Ligonier on one Sunday and at Kendallville on the next, the 


time of service being regulated by the train schedule on the 
New York Central. All but four families among the twenty- 


: Sone at Ligonier lived far out in the country, and their only 


means of conveyance, over mud roads, was the horse and 


‘buggy. At Kendallville, where the families were of equal 
‘number, all but a few lived in the town, and Father Noll was 


led to wonder why his predecessor did not establish himself 


at Kendallville rather than at Ligonier. He discovered that 


the chief reason was that a resident priest at Kendallville 
would probably affect very adversely the nearby parish at 


= Avilla. Parishioners of that place, who worked in Kendall- 
ville, it was feared, would move there. 


At Kendallville the priest slept in the sacristy, which 


‘was fitted with a small stove. There too the church was 
‘heated by two small stoves near the entrance, but John 


Ueber, a parishioner who lived only a block away, fired these 


stoves every Sunday morning. 


The real reason for the transfer of Father Lauer from 
Ligonier was that he had moved his belongings to the sac- 
risty of the Kendallville church, feeling, as later Father Noll 
felt, that Kendallville should have been selected as the resi- 
dent place for the priest. Even though Father Lauer’s judg- 
ment was correct, his action displeased the Ligonier people, 


and Father Guendling, deemed it wise to give the people a 


new pastor, 


After one year residence at Ligonier Father Noll wrote 
to the Vicar General and Administrator of the diocese to 
present reasons why the priest should make Kendallville his 
place of residence. The Vicar General copied Father Noll’s 


letter on the Bishop’s stationery and sent it back to him to 


read to the congregation in the hope that these reasons, pre- 
sented as his own, would convince the parishioners that the 
transfer of the pastor’s residence would be for the good of 
souls. Since these were orders from headquarters there were 


no severe protests, even though the parishioners did not like 
the orders, 


Moved To Kendallville 


It now became necessary for Father Noll to find a house 
as near to the church as possible. He located a small house, 
just one-half block away, which called for rent in the amount 
of $100.00 a year. One could hardly have expected a lower 
rental for any kind of a house, but when you consider that 
the total income contributed by the three parishes—Kendall- 
ville, Ligonier and Millersville—was less than $700.00 a 
year, that the priest’s allowance was $600.00 a year, from 
Which he had to pay for his many railroad trips and his 
housekeeper, that $100.00 loomed large. 


The quota assigned by the Bishop to the Kendallville 
parish for the support of the pastor had been $300.00 a year; 
to Ligonier, $250.00; and to Millersburg, $50.00, much of 
which was never collected. The little parish had to depend 
on socials, baked-goods sales, dinners, to raise the money for 
the payment of the rent, for heat and light, after furnish- 
‘Ng, 1n a most modest manner, the little house. The Kendall- 
ville parish paid $75.00 for all the furnishings in the Ligo- 
Hier residence, and that represented the actual price paid 
for them by the people of that parish, 


During his residence at Ligonier Father Noll had no 
housekeeper, and it was not so necessary because he was 
“bsent at the other two missions a great deal. He got his 
principal meal—at noon day—in the easiest manner. For in- 
‘tance, during summer, he often got the whole dinner in the 
‘ea kettle. He would, for example, first throw roasting ears 


into the kettle, then eggs, then a can of baked beans. That. 


removed the need of washing pans and dishes.

An _ Incident 


Across the street from the priest’s house at Ligonier 
there lived an aged Seventh Day Adventist, whose home 
served as the meeting place for the loca] members of that 
flock. 


This gentleman, as a neighbor, called on Father Noll, 
and, during their conversation, his religion was discussed at 
length. It terminated with a remark by him: “Let us not 
argue any further, because I do not accept your rule and you 
do not accept mine. Let us suppose we were arguing about 
the length and width of this carpet on the floor. You would 
hold it to be nine by twelve, and I, ten by thirteen. Our argu- 
ment could be settled only by measuring it with a rule, and 
we would not agree on the rule.” 


A few days later Father Noll returned the courtesy call 
of this gentleman, but created considerable embarrassment 
both for himself and for the family. It happened to be 
Prayer-meeting night, and fifteen or twenty members of 
that sect filled the living room. Father Noll was introduced 
to all the members and then asked whether he would not lead 
in prayer. He began to recite, as though it were his own, the 
“Prayer to the Holy Family.” There were loud “Amens” 
uttered while he said the first part of the prayer, in which 
Christ was invoked, but as he proceeded and called on Mary 
and St. Joseph, resentment was expressed by boos. 


The priest then left the meeting, expressing regret that 
he had disturbed it, and remarked that the meeting would 
probably be more peaceful if he, even while admiring their 
earnestness and zeal, was not present. 


On one occasion a retired or superannuated Methodist 
minister, who sought to supplement the pension he received 
from his Church by selling books which he thought were 
worth-while, called on Father Noll in the hope of interesting 
him in the purchase of Lord’s Beacon Lights of History. The 
work consisted of ten volumes, one of which, the priest ob- 
served from the prospectus, dealt with “The Reformation.” 
Father Noll asked the minister whether he could inspect that 
volume before deciding whether he wanted the work or not. 
A few days later the clergyman brought it to him, and told 
him, incidentally, that he believed the priest would find it to 
be eminently fair in its treatment of the Catholic Church. 


In the presence of the minister Father Noll opened 
the book and read aloud to him the first sentence, which 
opened with these words: “An indulgence is the license to sin 
for a remuneration,” and asked: “Do you believe that to be a 
fair definition even 6f that one doctrine, which the historian 
regarded as the chief reason for Luther’s revolt?” 


The minister answered: “I do not know what you may 
teach personally concerning ‘Indulgences,’ but I should like 
to tell you that the universally accepted definition of an In- 
‘dulgence by the non-Catholic world is that which Dr. Lord 
gives in the sentence you just read.” 


Father Noll replied: “If the Catholic Church taught 
any such rot, Luther and his followers would have been 
joined by Catholics everywhere in revolt, since God Himself 
cannot give to any one ‘a license to sin.’ Infinite sanctity 
must be unalterably opposed to sir. An Indulgence will not 
even forgive the slightest sin much less “license” it. 

But since even then Father Noll’s chief forte was “ Apo- 
logetics,” and he wanted unfriendly as well as friendly works

Stating that the purposes of 
National Scout Sunday “are both 
to dramatize to the public and to 
re-emphasize to Scouts and Scout- 
ers alike the primacy of ‘Duty to 
God’ in the Scout Program,” the 
national Catholic Service Director 
further points out that any cere- 
mony must have the approval of 
the Pastor and that Catholics are 
not permitted to take part in union | 
religious services, that is services 
conducted by other than Catholic 
Clergymen.
